And He Scored Hard 


Blows on the Plutocratic Adversary of 


the Common People. 


State Issues Were Talked of 


In an Intelligent Yet Impassioned Way—Na- 


tional Policies, Covering Imperialsm, Trusts, 


Tariffs and Asset Currency Were Dis- 


cussed—All Well Received. 


The opening of the 
state 
demo- 


cratic 
campaign 
at 
Marion wit- 


nessed an outpouring of the people 
that far surpassed the ovation given 
Mr. Bryan in that city during the last 
presidential campaign. 


Kven the Marion Star, owned by 


Harding, the r«?publican candidate for 
lieutenant governor, said of the meet- 
ing editorially that it was perhaps the 
largest crowd ever assembled at :i 
Mrictly political meeting in that city. 


Mr. Bryan was at his best, 
and 


when he stepped forward, was loudly 
cheered. He spoke for an hour and a 
half, and in part he said: 


"Mr. 
Chairman and Ladles and Gen- 


tlometr. I esteem it a great, privilege 
to defend democratic principles in the 
presence of such a magnificent audi- 
ence. I remember

I'm a farmer now. and 
have one of the best known farms in 
tl;i' Tinted States. And I'll say. right 
here, that, if I could buy heifers at 
ordinary prices and sell them to your 
republican editor at bis prices on my 
MOCK, I'd soon be a millionaire.

left office a millionaire. When he came 
up for a third nomination, te was 
turned down, because as they said, 
he was up for a third term. Vet this 
year they have nominated a man for a 
third term.

Taking up state issues. Col, Bryan 


discussed them under three heads—- 
The two-cent fare, equalization of tax- 
ation and home rule. "These are no 
easy that I. living hundreds of miles 
away, can understand them," he said 
HP asked why, If it paid railroads to 
sel! a thousand-mile ticket for $20. 
they couldn't sell a twenty-mile ticket 
at a two cent rate. He urged that tbt- 
state of Ohio was now much moro 
thickly settled than years ago, and 
that, in consequence, railroads did 
more business and should be able to 
sell transportation cheaper. 
"Why do 


you republican voters cast your bal- 
lots for three-cent tickets at the polls 
instead of for a two-cent ticket?" he 
asked. "The only answer possible Is 
that you would rather pay fifty pi.-r 
rent more and be a republican than 
vote the democratic ticket." 


The colonel wanted to know why the 


republican party treated corporations 
better than the masses, when ho took 
uii the subject of the present tax sys- 
tem, 
and answered his own question 


by saying that the great corporate in- 
terests threaten to defeat it if it iloes 
not. 
As a remedy, ho suggested that 


the rank and file do a little threaten- 
ing. 
Do it election day, he 
urged, 


since it is too late to do it in conven- 
tion. "Ine republican party ignores 
(he interests of the common people be- 
cause it knows that the common peo- 
ple will whoop It up. I tell you unjust 
taxation is larceny under the authori- 
ty of the law. It takes money from 
the pockets of the poor and places It 
in the pockets of the rich. The demo- 
cratic, party is trying to reform the 
system. 
H has no prejudice against 


corporations. 
It evidences no preju- 


dice to make a man pay his share of 
the expenses of the government. We 
simply claim that the God-made man 
should have the same laws as the 
man made by legislation. The demo- 
cratic party is trying to do this and 
the republican party dares not. 1 am 
g'ad you have a man like Tom John- 
son with Iho courage to attempt jus- 
tice for the people. He has made the 
fight four times for the 
people of 


Cleveland, and has succeeded. 
He 


fought corruption in Cleveland and 
found the trouble was not there. He 
found the trouble was in the legisla- 
ture and vent there. When he found 
some democrats there working against 
his stand and In the interests of the 
republican party, he started to drum 
them out. and he did right. The soon- 
er we drive corrupt democrats out of

fore known in Ohio." 


Colonel Bryan dwelt at gome length 


upon the beauties of home rule, urg- 
ing that there was no place where 
•wrongs could be so well righted as the 
place where they were committed, and 
that no people were so well prepared 
to regulate them as those people who 
suffered from the wrongs. 
"I want 


to wars you," he said, "that, if you 
transfer your government from the 
city to the state, it is only another 
step from state to federal government. 
Such centralization ia dangerous. The 
nearer you have your government, the 
better you can watch it. When you 
take away from the people the right 
to govern themselves, you 
destroy 


their interest They become indiffer- 
ent. The greatest corruption is found 
in the cities, and in the cities I find the 
greatest indifference. The duly of en- 
forcing the law ought to rest upon 
the people themselves. When you put 
your government from you, you weak- 
en it and get it further ard further 
from your control." 


The colonel condemned the board 


system. He held that the personnel of 
the boards were dictated by the bosses 
and that the booses with the greatest 
number of voles at their command had 
thf most power in their selection. He 
said be was glad that Johnson had 
taken up this question of reform and 
was willing to go down in defeat, if 
necessary in hfhalf of the people and 
ibeir rights. 


In referring to the fact that the com- 


ing election was not only statt-, but 
national in some respects, the colonel 
made his first reference to John H, 
Clarke. He urged that United States 
senators should be elected by direct 
vote ami that those interested in so 
electing them, ought to send a man to 
the senate who favored than plan. Giv- 
ing a history of direct-vote legislation 
for the last thirty years, he asserted 
utat Clarke had, for the 
last 
nine 


years, and now favored the election 
of senators by direct vote, while Sena- 
tor Hanna bad always voted and was 
now against it. 


"We have other national issues," 


iiairt the colon*1!, "among them is the 
tariff. 
That's a question we always 


have with us. It's like the poor. For 
one hundred years we've talked tariff. 
People are, at last, beginning to un- 
derstand that a. high tariff is not only 
wrong in principle, but against public 
policy in practice." The poor and rich 
pay practically the same to the gov- 
ernment, the colonel' contended, be- 
cause they pay on what they wear aim 
eat. 
He ridiculed the idea that men 


eat or wear clothing in proportion to 
their incomes. He quoted a statement 
to the effect that poor men eat more 
than the rich: that, the 
poor 
man 


iiiintod for something for his stomach 
to e.it. and the rich man for a stomach 
with which to eat. He alleged that 
the republican party would not lower 
th«» tariff because of fear of the "cor- 
poration barons." 
He expressed the 


opinion t'nat the 
republican 
party 


should soon begin to understand that 
it was time to have less 
tariff 
and 


more income tax. "Don't tell me." ho 
said, "you can't have an Income tax 
because of a decision of the supreme 
court. 
We can amend the constitu- 


tion specifically authorizing 
an 
in- 


come tax. Then no judge, nor no nine 
judges can throw the burdens of the 
rich upon the poor." 


The colonel dwelt at some length 


upon the trusts. He ridiculed the r*> 
publican party's handling of the trust 
evil. He said it did the best, it could, 
for it was controlled by them. 
He 


couldn't understand how the poor peo- 
ple, against -whom the law was always 
enforced, would go to the polls and 
vote for the "party of trusts." 
"I 


must confess, however, that the beef 
trust has done some good. 
It 
has 


made some people think with their 
stomachs who wouldn't think with 
their beads." 
He favored putting all 


trusts mado goods on the free list. 
His worst complaint against the trusts 
was that "it shuts the door of oppor- 
tunity against our sons, and raises up 
despotism." He r<x>ommended a con- 
stitutional amendment for the trust 
evil." 


Colonel Bryan, 
speaking 
on 
the 


money question, made the claim utnt 
while tbe republican party urged that 
the money question wan dead, it htd 
no eotnnlMlon at work all summer on 
the trott problem, tariff or lmp*riaMim 
iM«w, but did have a commiiwton 
wfMtltlkt wtUi th* moaey 


to state what that commission had ac- 
complished or to tell what the party 
proposed to do with the question. He 
ventured the assertion that no re- 
publican candidate would venture on a 
money plan till the campaign was over.

When the Wall street kings need 
money to continue their gambling:, 
they would sirapjy Bend to their agents 
in the branch banks and the agents 
would sacrifice the properties of the 
business men to raise the money de- 
manded. In this connection he bitter- 
ly assailed the Aldrich bill. He claimed 
that it would have passed the last con- 
gress If lack of time had not prevent- 
ed, and ventured that it or a similar 
bill would be passed at the coming spe- 
cial session. 


"It's plan is to loan $300,000,000 to 


national banks at one and one-half 
per cent. 
That's what the bill pro- 


vides, but some senators claim it would 
be better to let the banks have it for 
nothing. The plan is to take the- 
money from the people, loan it to the 
banks and then make the people pay 
from six to ten per cent for the use of 
it. Reduce taxation and you reduce 
the chance to collect 
money.

half per cent and they loan it at four 
and a half.they make $9.000.000 a year.

Manila, Sept. 
4.—The legislative 


council for the Moro province, ha* 
been organised in accordance with the 
Mil recently enacted by the Philippine 
commission providing for the govern- 
ment of the Moras. This connril is 
composed of a governer, secretary, 
treasurer, engineer, attorney, and 
superintendent of schools. The prov- 
ince will now be within the Jurisdic- 
tion of 
the Philippine courts and 


constabulary, Moro laws being recog- 
nized when not in direct conflict witfc 
American laws. Gen. Leonard Wood 
now a resident of Zamboanga, who 
has just completed the organization of 
the governing council, reports a feel 
ing of unrest among- the natives of 
Moro province and upon his request 
an additional battery has been des- 
patched from Manila to strengthen the 
forces now under his command. 


The Jolo constabulary have come in 


conflict with si body of insurgent* in' 
the province of Cavite near Laguna 
Bay, and killed twenty of them during 
an engagement. Reinforcements have 
left Manila for the scene of the dis- 
turbance to subdue the insurgents who 
have taken up a strong position in the 
mountains which flank the Laguna.

III Fiery Address a Georgian Says the Only Way 


to Settle Race Question Is by Separation. 


He Needs Balance Wheel. 


Chicago, I'll.. Sept 4.—Mr. 
John 


Temple Graves, of Georgia, delivered 
an address on "The Problem of the 
Races," yesterday morning before the 
forty-eighth convocation of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. He said Jn part: 


"Separation of the races is the way 


—the only way. If God had made of 
one blood, at! the nations of the earth, 
ht hath also established unto them 
the metes and bounds of thetr habita- 
tion." He did not Intend that oppo- 
site and antagonistic races should live 
together. The prejudice of race is a 
pointing of a providence and the an- 
tagonism of people is the fixed policy 
by which God people* the different 
portions ol the universe and establish- 
es the individuality of the nations. The 
act that brought these people together 
on this continent was a sin of the 
fathers—a sin of greed, and iniquity 
of trade—and the sorrow and suffering 
of the preseet is for the sin of the 
past—a sin against nature and a sin 
against God. The curse can be lifted 
•only when nature is vindicated and 
God is obeyed. The problem will be 
solved only when the negro is restored 
to the bounds of his habitation. 


It is neither impossible nor imprac- 


ticable. The elements are willing and 
the way is in reach. This is not a day 
of impossibilities. 
The hand of the 


Almighty is steadily opening the way. 


"It may be that the islands of the 


sea were placed by providence in our 
keeping to furnish an answer to the 
problem of the time. 


"The south is neither cruel nor un- 


patriotic, and the north knows it. The 
north is neither inmovable nor vindic- 
tive, and the south knows 
it. 
If 


either of us is mistaken, and if both 
of us are mistaken, we are yet one 
people and we must meet upon the 
plain nf ouy brotherhood, and our des- 
tiny. "I appeal for Caucasian unity. 
I appeal for the imperial destiny of 
our mighty race. This is our country. 
We made it. We moulded it. We con- 
trol it, and we always will. We have 
done great things. We have mighty 
things yet to do. The negro is an ac- 
cident—an unwilling, a blameless, but 
an unwholesome, unwelcome, helpless, 
unassimilable element in our civiliza- 
tion. He is not made for our times. He 
is not framed to share in the duty and 
the destiny which he perplexes and be- 
clouds. Let us put him kindly and 
humanely out of the way. Let «» givs 
him a better chance than he has eve' 
had in history, and let us have done 
with him. Let us face his problem— 
frankly, fearlessly, nobly and speedily. 
Let us put it behind us. Let us puri- 
fy our politics of the perplexity. Let 
us liberate the south to vote and to 
think like free men upon the mighty 
issues of the times."
